Those Who Pay Income Taxes 


There were sixty-one individuals in the United States in 

1986 who paid a total amount of $77,138,000 in income taxes. 
' They are those’ fortunate individuals who had more than'a 

million dollars income each. ‘ 

Two and a quarter million persons who had incomes of 
$5000 or: less that year paid a total of $66,282,000. 

The sixty-one persons mentioned paid into the United States 
treasury 71 per cent of their income, after deductions, whereas 
the two and a quarter million turned over to Unele Sam bare- 
ly one and two-tenths per cent of their total net income, after 
deductions. 

This it is’ seen that the sixty-one paid considerably more 
in income taxes than the two and a quarter million. 

Those in the million dolar group of incomes reported $107,- 
000,000 net income, while the 2,500,000 reported net incomes 
aggregating $5,500,000,000. 

. Between these two groups are 651,000 other persons who 
had, taxable incomes. And these paid income taxes to the 
amount. of more than $1,000,000,000. These figures are taken 
from the United States News, which periodical also Says the 
largest amount, of revenue came from the 13.500 individuals 
who earned between $50,000 and $100,000 in 1936. Their net 
income was $900,000,000 and they paid income taxes amounting 
to more than. $200,000,000. On net ineome of $19,000;000,000 
our Uncle Samuel collected about $1,250,000,000 throngh the in- 
come tax method—about 6 percent on said-income. It’is said 
that Great: Britain taxes net incomes at 221% per-cent as a 

starting base. y 

Compared with the number employed it is shown that com- 


paratively few individuals in the United States pay income’ 


taxes—and that the amount is far short of endugh to cover the 
budget of the federal government. Individual income tax pay- 
_ ments on 1937 income is expected to be somewhat greater than

AQUEDUCT WORK 
NEARING FINSH 


Excavation Completed on 55 
Miles in Building of 
Concrete Line 


Involving the moving of ap- 
proximately 
earth and rock, excavation was 
completed ‘yesterday for the 55 
miles of concrete conduits on the 
Metropolitan aqueduct, according 
to engineering reports received in 
the office of F. E. Weymouth, gen- 
eral manager of the Metropolitan 
Water District. 

Completion of this phase of the 
building of the 392-mile ‘aqueduct 
also marked the completion of all 
excavation on the main‘ aqueduct, 
with the exception of the 2:8 miles 
remaining to be driven in the San 
Jacinto tunnel near’ Banning. 

Amounting to’ more than 43 
times as much material as was in 
the Griffith park mountain which 
slipped its moorings in. Los ‘An- 
geles last November, earth and 
rock already ‘moved by aqueduct 
crews in the building of the man- 
made river which crosses: the state 
of California totals 43,150,000. cubic 
yards. This tremendous quantity 
of material weighs better than 65 
million tons, and has been one of 
the largest excavation, jobs in con- 
struction history. j . 

Work completed yesterday con- 
sisted of the digging of deep 
trenches across the ‘desert, in 
which 16-foot diameter concrete 
conduits are being constructed. 
Built with walls 18 inches thick, 
these conduits are large enough to 
accommodate a full size locomo- 
tive, and will carry one thousand 
million gallons of water daily. Af- 
ter the concrete has set, the con-

Construction of the Metropolitan 
aqueduct was started in December, 
1932. In addition ‘to thé conduits, 
the aqueduct system is niadé up of 
108 miles of tunnels, 63 miles of 
canals, 28 miles of siphons, and 
134 esiof Capen pipelines.

Those Who Pay Income Taxes 


There were sixty-one individuals in the United States in 

1936 who paid a total amount of $77,138,000 in ineome taxes. 
' They are those’ fortunate individuals who had more than a 

million dollars income each. : ‘ 

Two and a quarter million persons who had incomes of 
$5000 or less that year paid a total of $66,282,000. 

The sixty-one persons mentioned paid into the United States 
treasury 71 per cent of their income, after deductions, whereas 
the two and a quarter million turned over to Uncle Sam bare- 
ly one and two-tenths per cent of their total net income, after 
deductions. 

Thus it is’ seen that the sixty-one paid considerably more 
in income taxes than the’ two and a quarter million. 

Those in the million dolar group of incomes reported $107,- 
000,000 net income, while the 2,500,000 reported net incomes 
aggregating $5,500,000,000. 

, Between. these two groups are 651,000 other persons who 
had . taxable incomes. And these paid income taxes to the 
amount of more than $1,000,000,000. These figures are taken

_ Who earned between $50,000 and $100,000 in 1936. Their net 
income was $900,000,000 and they paid income taxes amounting 
to more than. $200,000,000.

CITY HONORED IN 
-WHITNALL’S TALK 


Planning Expert Praises | 
ley and Points Out Need 
For Looking Ahead

“What I am going to talk about 
tonight is Dick Manley, city man- 
| owe of Upland,” announced Gor- 
don Whitnall, consultant on city 
and county planning, Los Angeles, 
last night, when he delivered the 
fourth lecture in the series of pro- 
grams on “The Foundations of 
Culture,” being given by the Chat-! 
fey People’s college. 

“I am going to tell you about 
Dick Manley,” he said, “because I 
have known him many years, and, 
to me, he typifies the spirit of city 
planning.” Mr. Whitnall continued 
! by asking, “What is a city?” and 
showed how the very conception 
of the purpose and scope of cities 
and city government had changed 
during the last 75 years. | 

Mass Production Changed | 

Before the beginnings of mass 
production, man worked as an in- 
dividual and could manufacture 
the most complicated pieces of 
equipment for his‘ daily use, com- 
pletely independent of any aid or; 
assistance by his neighbor, or the 
government, Then machines made 
it necessary for man to work to- 
gether—for man himself to be- 
come a cog in the great machine 
of industry. 

This change of man’s status 
from an independent worker to 
one of a group of interdependent 
workers made the city necessary. 
Of special importance is the fact 
that when man came into the city 
he no longer lived side by side with 
his neighbor, but must live on top 
or below him, in apartments, du- 
plexes, and hotels. With this «evo- 
lution in the manner of living the} 
two prime necessities—water sup- 
ply and_ sanitation—became the 
duty of the government. The in- 
dividual could no longer supply 
his own needs, 

So, pointed out Mr. Whitnall, we 
today have complicated systems of 
drains and sewers, and instead of 
digging 26 feet vertically for his 
water, man now carries it 260 
miles horizontally, in the Metro- 
politan Water district's aqueduct. 
This is only a glimpse of the var-
